Harmonizing Schemes for Three 
Connectihg Rooms

LMOST a sequel to last week's 

problem, “Two Rooms That Blend 

as One,” is the problem tor to- 
day. But here we swing from re- 
strained, conventional surroundings to 
the freedom of the shore, where the 
play-spirit urges us to go jin for the 
gayest colors and patterns exotic 

Miss O'S's original floor plan is not 
printed, as it gives no arrangement of 
furniture. We-are not sure that we 
have interpreted her sketch correctly, 
but have redrawn it to scale as nearly 
@s we can deciper it, and trust our 
conception is correct. 

Now just how can the scheme for 
three rooms be developed to make use 
of the present mixture of wicker and 
mahogany pieces, introduce the Japa- 
nese note, and still give the room the 
smartly modern flavor without which 
—this season—the seaside home must 
prove disappointing, For beacnes will 
be a Not of color and modernistic de- 
sign; costumes more original, more dar- 
ing than ever sun shades, awnings and 
shore trappings all in step with the 
new movement. If we like the modern 
even a little bit we will want to indulge 
it here, where we may be as colorful as 
possible and still not offend “good 
taste.” 

No change will be made in the walls 
and woodwork, which sound very good 
in treatment. We would like to see 
unity observed in the floor covering 
and carpeting of a type that is sultable 
for summer homes and shore usage. 
The best possible choice (and the least 


expensive considering wearing qualities 
and good effect) would be tnree of 
those woven wool rugs which come in 
exquisite colorings, are reversible, 
washable, sunfast and wear indefinitely. 
Or, if less expensive rugs are desired, 
quite artistic Japanese grass rugs, 
woven in squares, can be had tn tones 
of straw and tan, which are much more 
durable than colored grass or fibre 
rugs. 

Each of the three sections should be 
Carpeted as a room, having the rug 


f 
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come about twelve inches from the 
walls on all sides. This will give a 
unified foundation with a _ discreet 
break in the monotony of floor space. 
If wool rugs are chosen, we suggest 
deep turquoise or blue-green as the 
most effective color. 

It would be advisable to balance the 
seat which is indicated to the right of 
the fireplace with a seat on the other 
side. Built-in bookshelves painted the 
same as the woodwork would be in- 
expensive and especially attractive if 
used to fill the space at either side of 
the front windows and running around 
the corner of the end wall, if there

are books enough to fill them. 


The diagram shows the suggested ar- 
rangement of furniture more plainly 
than can be stated in words. The ma- 
hogany sofa is placed between the 
front windows. We assume the wicker 


.set includes a settee, a wicker table, 


large chairs, perhaps a desk and chaise 
longue—the usual selection. We would 
retain these pieces by all means, as 
they are best suited to the dampness 
and hard usage of the shore. And if 
additional chairs are needed, have 
them also of wicker. Then it would be 
good to finish all the wicker pieces in 
soft walnut wood color to blend with’ 
the dark natural wood pieces. And in 
workihg out color schemes, keep the 
colors; related throughout the three 
sections: i a

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ing with the green, gold and rose- 
striped curtains now at the windows. 
These draperies rather dictate the 
color-and-pattern policy for us, turn- 
ing thought away from the usual fig- 
ured materials to design of a different 
type which, as it happens, blends hap- 
pily with the request for the Japanese 
touch. 

If the mahogany sofa cannot be 
slip-covered, we would upholster {ft 
with Croydon Stripe fabric which comes 
in a deep orange-gold or Roman gold, 
and use on it two flame-colored cush- 
jons made boxed and very tailored. A 
coffee table of wrought iron with a 
glass top and rack beneath ito hold 
ferns would be nice before the sofa. It 
may be painted or lacquered in old 
Chinese red; and on it might be a tea 
set in one of the modern patterns in 
flat, vivid colors. 

For cushions on the seats beside the 
fireplace, use the same Croydon stripe 
as for the large sofa. Seat cushions 
and backs of the brown wicker furni- 
ture would be effective if of plain 
flame-colored glazed chintz, with 
throw-cushions of blue-green having 
gay appliqued patterns stitched on in 
harmonizing colors—canary, orange, @ 
dash of lacquer red and purple on the 
green. These cushions may also be 
used on the fireside seats. But on the 
sofa it would be best to keep them in 
the plain flame color. 


As to the Japanese vases possessed by 
Miss O’S—we strongly recommend mak- 
ing them into lamps, as vases of this 
type are not in vogue just now, while 
the vase lamps would be extremely 
good in the scheme. Shades might be of 
the modern type which often takes the 
form of a silvered outer surface lined 
with flame color that makes a pretty 
glow when the lights are on. These 
can have light line-designs done in 
modernistic fashion. 


We have assumed the columns in 
the centre lead into another room. A 
screen would be good before this open- 
ing—perhaps one covered with a fas- 
cinating Chinese paper antiqued to give 
it a mellow effect. In choosing the 
screen, avoid having it too heavy or 
too decorative on its own account; 
rather select a design that is light dnd 
graceful—long reedy cat-tails or vine= 
like trees, a pagoda in the distance, 
perhaps; not the dragon type of design. 

Before the window in the end wall 
we have indicated a wrought iron 
flower stand with a big glass bowl ta 
be kept filled with flowers and ivy. 
Marigolds, asters, zinnias—all the 
coarser garden flowers will give the 
right touch. 


Over the fireplace is the spot for a fine 
large Japanese print or kakemono, and 
over the sofa Miss O’S might use a 
group of smaller prints. Fire tools for 
the grate would be best if of wrought 
iron, with perhaps a little old Chinese 
prass. The metal shelf could have two 
rugged urns of turquoise—colored pot-
